In his above-mentioned D.O. the Deputy Minister, 

External Affairs, has suggested that in connection with his 
work on the Committee appointed to enquire into the circum- 
stances of the death of Shri Subhash Chandra Bose Shri Sures 
Chandra Bose, one of the Members of the Committee, may be 
given an honorarium of Bs. 2,000/- . It is seen that this 
sum has been recommended by the Test Bengal Government. 

2 . Originally, the E.a. Ministry suggested that a 
compensatory allowance of Rs,25/- per diem might be given 
to Shri Suresh . Chandra Bose. This Ministry could not 

then find its way to accept the same, as such a compensatory 
allowance was usually not given to non-official members of | 
delegations. Similarly, we could not also agree to the 
payment of Bs. 2, 000/- as honorarium when it was proposed 
originally by the E.A. Ministry. 

3, The matter has been subsequently discussed by Secretary, 
R & E, with the Deputy Minister, External Affairs. It has 
been pointed out that this case is not that of a delegation 
going abroad but of a Committee which will do part of its 
’work in India and part of it outside. It will, therefore, 

be a question of remunerating one of the non-official 
Members of the Committee by giving a suitable compensatory 
allowance in addition to the normal travelling and daily

instance of the Committee we have invited 5-6 witnesses

to give evidence before the Committee and it is likely 
that some more witnesses might be invited by the 
Committee to give evidence before them. 

2. These witnesses will have to be paid their 
expenses. We have already approached the Ministry of 
Finance separately for their concurrence to sanction 
Rs.3,0C0/- for this purpose. That sanction has not^e*., 
however* issued yet as some other item in the draft 
sanction which was shown to the Ministry of Finance is 
still under discussion with them. As the witnesses have 
already arrived and they are claiming their fare and 
other expenses, we may issue orders about the rates of 
their fare and daily allowance so that they may not be 
out of their pocket while they are in Delhi for the work 
of the Committee . 

3. We have already intimated to the witnesses 

that they would be paid 1st class fare to and from Delhi. 

As regards the daily allowance it is pointed out that in 
the case of the members of the Committee we have proposed 
inthe draft sanction relating to their terms of appoint- 
ment that they should be paid the same daily allowance as 
is admissible to a Grade I officer. The maximum allowance 
admissible to such an officer is fe.12/8/- per day. This 
amount may not, however, be enough for them to get a 
suitable accommodation even in a moderate hotel.

My dear 


As you are probably aware, we have constituted 


a committee to enquire into the circumstances of Shri Subhash 
Chandra Bose's death and that its Chairman is Shri Shah Nawaz 
Khan and its members Shri Suresh Chandra Bose and Shri S.N. 
Maitra. We have been examining the financial arrangements to 
be made for the committee and it is in this connection that 
I would like to draw your attention to a point which, I feel, 
requires special consideration. 

2. The settling of terms for Shri Shah Nawaz Khan and 
Shri Maitra have presented no difficulty because they already 
hold official positions. But, in the ease of Shri Suresh 
Chandra Bose this does not apply. He is an Important membar 
of the committee because he has certain special interests in 
the enquiry and we are not able to replace him. At the same 
time, he and the whole Bose family are, to my personal 
knowledge, in great financial difficulty. So, we have sought 
some means to allow for these difficulties during the course 
of Shri Suresh Bose's work with the committee. Dr. B.C. Roy, 
the Chief Minister of West Bengal, is also aware of this 
position and has recommended that some sort of honorarium 
should be paid to Shri Bose. The Chief Secretary, West Bengal 
has suggested Rs. 2,000/- and we agree that this would be a 
reasonable figure. 

3. We put this suggestion to the associated Finance 

of the Ministry, incorporating it In our general sanction for 
the terms of the committee. They have, however, regretted 
that they see no justification to pay this amount. They also 
say that no such grant has been given to any non-official 
member of any delegation and that acceptance of the proposal 
may create an embarrassing precedent for the future, "since 
a good number of non-officials are being deputed to attend 
U.N. and other international conferences held abroad". 

Naturally, I appreciate this view- pointy but would like to 
suggest that the nature of this committee is itself most 
unusual and that other similar committees are not likely to 
be constituted. I would also like to emphasise again that 
Shri Suresh Chandra Bose is not only in financially straightened 
circumstances but is also an essential member of the committee 
so that we cannot find someone more prosperdus who could 
perform the task without any compensation. In the circumstance^ 
I would be most grateful if you could see your way to agree, 
as a special case, to the payment of an honorarium of Bs 2,000/- 
to Shri Bose for his work on the committee.
